The Tan-American Commissioners hav 


been junketed from east to west and wil 
probably be junketed from north to south 
all for the avowed purpose of demonstrat- 
ing to our South American cousins: 1st 
That ours is a great and glorious country 
3d. That the republican party has made i 
great and glorious, od. That asaresultau 
of this greatness and gloriousness, we are 
in a position to manufacture and produce lots 
of good things that our aforesaid cousins 
stand in need of and must have. Doubtless 
the highly intelligent and distinguished 
commissioners from our sister-republics are 
by this time thoroughly satisfied as to the 
correctness of the first and third proposi- 
tions'and neither pains nor ingenuity will 
be spared by Mr. Elaine and his satillites 
who are feasting at public expense, to con- 
vince them as to the truth of the second.

As a rule, manufacturers are willing to 


make, farmers to produce and merchants to 
sell, depending on the laws of trade to sup- 
ply a common carrier to transport their 
products to market; but the transcendental 
commercial conceptions of Mr. Elaine and 
his confreres cannot condescend to the 
plans of those common sense mortals who 
make commerce successful. 
The result of

that we must have ships to accommodate
